ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CURATORS OF THE BODLEIAN LIBRARY FOR 1950-1 


The Curators of the Bodleian Library, having received and approved the following Report from the Librarian, 
present it to Congregation as their Report for the year ending 31 July 1951: 


GENERAL NOTE 
Old Library 


The reconstruction of the south range of the quadrangle has 
been almost completed and two new ranges of reading-rooms 
have been made available for use. The new Upper Reading 
Room (formerly the Picture Gallery) now houses the general 
catalogue of printed books and most of the more general 
reference books and periodicals, amounting to about 9,000 
volumes, formerly in the old Upper Reading Room. The new 
Lower Reading Room on the first floor consists of the Auctarium 
(Plate I),* containing periodicals and series (3,370 volumes) 
relating to classical studies, and the Rawlinson Room containing 
periodicals and series (3,630 volumes) relating to theological and 
oriental studies. The majority of the books on the open 
shelves of these rooms also were formerly on the shelves of 
the old Upper Reading Room, but the increased shelf-space now 
available has made it possible to incorporate in a more logical 
arrangement books relating to these subjects which were formerly 
kept in Selden End. This in turn has made possible a rearrange- 
ment in Selden End where the more inconvenient free-standing 
cases have been removed and new material has been brought in to 
fill vacant wall space there and in the end-cases in Duke Hum- 
frey. A number of journals and bulletins of other libraries have 
been made accessible in this way, and the collection of cata- 
logues of manuscripts in other libraries (R. Cat.), formerly most 
inconveniently housed under the exhibition cases in Arts End, 
has now been shelved in Selden End. 


The Schola Naturalis Philosophiae has been refurnished and 
opened as an Entrance Hall with access to the old staircase 
through an archway leading on to the first half-landing. This 
Entrance Hall now contains a porter’s counter, with display 
racks for library publications, the telephone switchboard, an 
enclosure with hat- and coat-racks, and an exhibition case de- 
signed for gifts from the Friends of the Bodleian. Old oak 
panelling collected from other parts of the Library has been 
used on the walls; the rest of the furnishing is in new oak, 
including the short flight of stairs which, with its twisted 
balusters, reproduces the features of the seventeenth-century 
main staircase. In the Lower Reading Room the eighteenth- 
century oak bookcases designed by Wyatt have been re-used 
and the latticed cupboard doors of the lower shelves have 
been rehung so as to screen the modern radiators under the 
windows. New oak panelling has been used in the reveals of the 
windows, four of which were blocked up when this range of 
rooms was used solely for book-storage. The 42 chairs in the 
Auctarium and Rawlinson Room, made of elm and yew, are 
reproductions of the Regency chairs used in Duke Humfrey. 


The new Upper Reading Room, described and illustrated in the 
Report for 1949-50, contains the furniture transferred from the 
old Upper Reading Room, and provides seats for 62 readers. 


New Library 


The first instalment of new steel map-cases has been erected on 
K floor, and the exhibition cases in the Lower Exhibition Room 
have been altered and re-erected. The range of rooms formerly 
used by the Commonwealth Forestry Bureau on the second- 
floor south has been fitted with new partition walls and allocated 
to the Faculties of Theology and Literae Humaniores in ex- 
change for the rooms formerly used by them on the ground- 
floor north. These latter are to be used for Library purposes: 
the sorting and preparation of books for binding, the storing 
of slips prepared for the revised catalogue of printed books, and 
the provision of small rooms to give facilities to blind readers 
and readers requiring to use typewriters. 

With the consent of the Board of the Faculty of Social 
Studies, Room 326 has been allocated for one year for a research 
project under the direction of Mr. M. Griinhut, and Room 324 
for a further year for a similar project under the direction of 
Mr. A. Briggs and Mr. C. N. Ward-Perkins. With the consent 
of the Board of the Faculty of Modern History, Room 335 
has been allocated for a further year for a research project 
under the direction of Mr. G. M. Young. Room 321 has 
been allocated for a further year to the University Chest, and 
Room 308 has been temporarily allocated to house the Library 
of Byzantine and Modern Greek. During Hilary and Trinity 
Terms the O.U. Society of Bibliophiles held meetings in the 
Bibliography Room, which was also used for meetings of the 
Oxford Bibliographical Society. 


Books and Readers 


During the year 71,187 printed books and 10,762 manuscripts 
were fetched from the bookstack for the use of readers and 
staff. The number of newly admitted readers was 2,120, of 
whom 1,436 were members of the University. 


Lectures 


At the request of the Board of the Faculty of English Lan- 
guage and Literature and the Board of the Faculty of Modern 
History the Librarian, Dr. R. W. Hunt, Mr. I. G. Philip, and 
Mr. L. W. Hanson delivered a course of eight lectures in 
Michaelmas Term on the History and Resources of the Library. 
The course was designed mainly for B. Litt. students. Mr. E.J.S. 
Parsons delivered a course of lectures in Michaelmas Term on 
the History of European Cartography, at the request of the 
Board of the Faculty of Anthropology and Geography.

Bodleian Oration 
The Oration was delivered in the Congregation House on 
8 November by Mr. R. N. W. Blake, M.A., Student of Christ 
Church, the subject being ‘Sir Thomas Bodley’. (It was sub- 
sequently published in B.L.R., vol. iii, pp. 183-4). 


Pictures 


The portraits of Sir Thomas Overbury, Jonathan Swift, 
Edward Lye, William Camden, the so-called Unknown Cavalier, 
Erasmus, Richard Tomlins, Archbishop Ussher, and Sir 
Thomas Wyat have been cleaned and repaired in London. The 
portrait of Lord Burghley on his mule had also to be sent to 
London once again for the laying of an extensive crop of fresh 
blisters. The portrait of the Unknown Cavalier has been identi- 
fied as a likeness of William Villiers, second Viscount Grandi- 
son (died 1643): a note on this identification will be printed in 
the Bodleian Library Record. 


Extensive changes in the hanging and arrangement of the 
pictures in the Old Library have accompanied the creation of 
the new reading-rooms on the south side of the Schools Quad- 
rangle. The large portraits of Sir Thomas Bodley, Dr. John 
Radcliffe by Kneller, and Nathaniel Lord Crew, Bishop of 
Durham, by Kneller have been hung in the new Entrance Hall. 
In the Auctarium are the portraits of Richard Tomlins, founder 
of the Anatomy Lecture, by Gheeraerts (the Auctarium was 
formerly the Anatomy School), Isaac and Meric Casaubon, 
J. J. Scaliger, Alexander Pope, Adrian Beverland, ‘Thomas 
Creech, Richard Newton, and Edmund Gibson. The Rawlinson 
Room contains the portraits of Richard Rawlinson, Samuel 
Clarke, Hugo Grotius, Jean Neyen, Edward Pococke, Hum- 
phrey Hody, Samuel Bochart, William Jane, Francis Atterbury, 
Richard Allestree, Josiah Pullen, and Robert South. In the 
eastern range of the new Upper Reading Room the portraits 
of Erasmus, Philip Marnix, Martin Luther, John Foxe, and 
Alexander Nowell have been hung as close as possible to the 
corresponding representations of these personages on the painted 
frieze, and are accompanied by the pictures of Richard Vaughan, 
Thomas White, P. P. Sarpi, J. J. Scaliger, and Lancelot 
Andrewes, while the lesser portrait of the Founder commands 
both wings of the Reading Room from the south-east corner. 
The full-length portrait of Sir Henry Savile by Gheeraerts has 
been hung at the top of the main staircase. 

A Decree passed Congregation on 29 May to permit the de- 
posit in the Examination Schools of the full-length portrait of 
John Wallis by Kneller, which is too large for the available 
wall-space in the Library, and the return from the Schools of 
the portrait of Lord Crew by Kneller to hang in the new 


Entrance Hall.

Visitors and Exhibitions 


Among notable visitors this year have been Mr. Lewis 
Douglas, the retiring American Ambassador, and Mrs. Douglas 


accompanied by the Chancellor and Lady Halifax, Lord Bledis- 
loe, the Director of the Turkish National Library, Ankara, the 
Librarian of Osaka Library, two representatives from the 
National Diet Library of Japan, parliamentary delegations from 
Yugoslavia and Finland, and a Government delegation from 
India, including the Minister of Education. 

Two special exhibitions were shown in the Lower Exhibition 
Room during the year. The first illustrated the progress of 
English literature from goo to 1640, being arranged originally 
in connexion with the Conference of Professors of English 
held in Oxford in August 1950. During the period January— 
April 1951 the showcases were dismantled and rearranged, 
and then the Library’s Festival exhibition, ‘The Bodleian 
Library in the Seventeenth Century’, was opened. This will 
continue until December 1951.

Miss E. R. Hunkin, B.A., Mr. B. J. Enright, 
B.A.,-and Mr. R. J. Key, B.A., were appointed Assistants 
Grade I, the first-named for work on Slavonic books.

FINANCE 


The amount received during the year from the University 
General Fund was £59,958. 12s. 5d. This figure includes the 
Statutory Grant of £4,250. The income of the Extension Fund 
amounted to £16,178. 11s. 3d., including the 6th annual 
payment of £7,000 from the Higher Studies Fund. 

In addition to its Statutory Grant All Souls College once 
more made a special grant of £1,000. This amount was ear- 
marked by agreement with the College for the Reserve Fund for 
purchase of Manuscripts and Rare Books. Brasenose College 
made a further allocation of £250 from the Hulme Surplus 
Fund for the Radcliffe Science Library. 

The Library received £4,599. 1s. 2d. as its share of the income 
accruing from the Kenneth Grahame Bequest during the year. 
In accordance with the scheme approved by the University 
for the administration of this bequest, £2,000 was transferred 
to the Reserve Fund for purchase of Manuscripts and Rare 
Books, and £2,500 to the Publications Fund. 


A further donation of {100 was received from Mr. Arthur A. 
Houghton, Jr. This amount has been credited to the Reserve 
Fund for purchase of Manuscripts and Rare Books. 


A donation of £70 was received from the Anglo-Swedish 
Literary Foundation, for the purchase of Swedish books, pre- 
ferably of an historical nature. 

The General Board of Faculties made grants of £1,000 for 
the purchase of foreign publications needed by the Faculty of 
Social Studies, {150 for Oriental books other than Chinese, 
£300 for sorting and listing the records of the Court of Arches, 
and a further {200 for completing a first-line index of poems 
in Bodleian Manuscripts. 

A non-recurrent grant of £13,075 was received from the 
University Grants Committee for the purchase of steel map- 
cases to be erected on K floor in the New Library. 


FRIENDS OF THE BODLEIAN 


The Annual General Meeting of the Society was held in the 
Library on 19 June 1951, when the Report and Accounts for the 
year ending 31 March 1951 were adopted. The accounts showed 
that the amount received by subscription and income-tax 
recovered on subscriptions paid under Deed of Covenant was 
about £525. Membership of the Society is now 441, an increase 
of 58 since last year. Mr. F. S. Ferguson, Mr. L. W. Hanson, 
Dr. R. W. Hunt, and Professor R. A. B. Mynors were re-elected 
members of the Council of Management. Dr. R. W. Chapman 
did not seek re-election as Honorary Treasurer and Mr. W. C. 
Costin was elected to fill this office. Mr. A. N. L. Munby. 
Fellow and Librarian of King’s College, Cambridge, gave an 
address entitled “The diversion of Duke Humfrey’s books from 
the University of Oxford to King’s College, Cambridge’. After- 
wards the Meeting was entertained at tea in the Staff Canteen 
on the invitation of Bodley’s Librarian. 

Among the year’s purchases were a copy of the first book 
printed at St. Andrews, Bishop Hamilton’s Catechisme, 1552, 
and Thomas James’s Bellum Gregorianum, 1610, the only work 
by James not already in the Library.

Draft descriptions of 746 manuscript items 
acquired during the year and of 282 manuscript items acquired 
in earlier years were prepared, typed, and made available to 
readers. Descriptions were made of 225 charters acquired during 
the year and of 2,138 charters acquired in earlier years. 


Help in the cataloguing of charters was given by three archive 
students training in the Department. They also described cer- 
tain groups of the North papers and of the Dashwood (Bucks.) 
deposited deeds. 


A descriptive list of the Lyell bequest of too manuscripts was 
printed in Bodleian Library Record, vol. iii, pp. 72-82. 


A catalogue by Dom Anselm Hughes of medieval polyphonic 
music in Bodleian manuscripts was published.

Indexing. The indexing of the printed descriptions in the 
Summary Catalogue was completed at the end of 1950. The total 
number of entries is 57,520. The corrigenda and addenda were 
also indexed. The first part of the alphabet (A—G) was sent to 
press in April and checking and revision of the remainder con- 
tinued. 


1,085 entries were added to the index of references to 
Bodleian manuscripts in printed books. 


1,226 entries were added to the index of persons mentioned 


in the unprinted calendar of charters covering places in Oxford- 
shire. 


Mr. Spokes made a punched-card index of subjects for the 
revised descriptions of MSS. Top. Oxon. 


2,922 cards for 94 manuscripts were written and added to the 
first-line index of English poetry by Miss M. C. Crum. Dr. 


P. Simpson continued to check them against the first-line index 
in the British Museum. 

Mr. Minn continued his work on Oxfordshire and Berkshire 
topographical prints. He also calendared MSS. Smith 52-59. 

The compilation of an index of photographic reproductions 
was begun (see B.L.R., vol. iii, p. 65). Entries were made of 
646 items, the property of g owners including the British

CONVOCATION 
Proclamation of Her Gracious Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth the Second 
In a CONVOCATION holden in the Sheldonian 
Theatre on Saturday, 9 February, at 12 o’clock:— 


‘The SENIOR PROCTOR read a letter from the Lords 
of the Council. 


MR. VICE-CHANCELLOR read the Proclamation of HER 
Majesty QUEEN ELIZABETH II. 


The first verse of the National Anthem was sung. 


MR. VICE-CHANCELLOR gave the signal for acclamation 
at the accession of QUEEN ELIZABETH. 


Note—At the conclusion of Convocation Mr. Vice-Chan- 
cellor followed by the High Steward, the Proctors, Doctors, and 
Members of Convocation in due rank and order proceeded 
through the great door opposite Hertford College to St. Mary’s 
Church which they entered by the north door. Mr. Vice- 
Chancellor, the High Steward, and the Proctors then passed 
through the church to the south-east door and so to a platform 
erected on the pavement outside the south-east gateway. As 
many as possible of the persons following in the procession 
passed through the church to the south-west door and stood on 
the pavement between the platform and St. Mary’s Entry. The 
remainder passed through the south-east door into the church- 
yard. Shortly before 12.15 p.m. the Mayor, Recorder, High 
Steward, Town Clerk, Aldermen and Councillors of the City, 
and distinguished visitors came on foot and stopped in the 
road immediately opposite the platform. The Mayor, the 
Recorder, the Town Clerk, and the Chief Constable mounted the 
platform, where they were greeted by Mr. Vice-Chancellor and 
the Proctors. A fanfare of trumpets was sounded and the Mayor 
read the Proclamation. This was followed by the singing of 
the first verse of the National Anthem accompanied by the 
Band of the Oxfordshire and Buckinghamshire Light Infantry. 
The Mayor having then called for cheers for the Queen, Mr. 
Vice-Chancellor and the Mayor descended from the platform 
and took leave. The City Authorities then proceeded to the 
East Gate, and the University procession returned through St. 
Mary’s Church and dispersed by the north door. The bells were 
then rung. 

Detachments from the Oxford Contingent of the University 
Training Corps and from the Oxford University Air Squadron 
were on parade lining the street opposite St. Mary’s Church.

HEREAS it hath pleased Almighty God to call to His Mercy our late Sovereign Lord King George the Sixth of Blessed and 

Glorious Memory by whose Decease the Crown is solely and rightfully come to the High and Mighty Princess Elizabeth 
Alexandra Mary : We, therefore, the Lords Spiritual and Temporal of this Realm, being here assisted with these of His late Majesty’s 
Privy Council, with representatives of other members of the Commonwealth, with other Principal Gentlemen of Quality, with the 
Lord Mayor, Aldermen and Citizens of London, do now hereby with one voice and Consent of ‘Tongue and Heart publish and 
proclaim that the High and Mighty Princess Elizabeth Alexandra Mary is now, by the Death of our late Sovereign of Happy 
Memory, become Queen Elizabeth the Second, by the Grace of God Queen of this Realm and of all Her other Realms and Territories, 
Head of the Commonwealth, Defender of the Faith, to whom Her lieges do acknowledge all Faith and constant Obedience, with 
hearty and humble Affection; beseeching God, by whom Kings and Queens do reign, to bless the Royal Princess Elizabeth the 
Second with long and happy Years to reign over us.

General Catalogue. 26,003 catalogue slips were written 
and revised. The number of slips inserted in the two copies of 
the transcribed catalogue was 4,666. 1,197 existing slips were 
revised and altered. 20,591 slips were inserted in the two 
copies of the printed catalogue and 2,099 existing slips were 
revised and altered. Vol. 12 of the printed catalogue was re- 
spaced in six volumes. 


Catalogue Revision. Four and a half volumes of letter 
C, nine and a half of D, twelve and a half of E, and nine of 
F were revised. The revisers examined 38,778 slips and passed 
25,065 for press. 


Camera Catalogues. In the Upper Reading Room 332 
entries were added to the catalogue of books in the room and 
1,950 new cards were incorporated in the Select General Cata- 
logue. 1,392 cards were written for the index to historical 
periodicals. 

In the Lower Reading Room 94 new entries were added to 
the catalogue of English books in the room and 790 cards to the 
index of articles in English literary periodicals. 336 entries 
were added to the catalogue of law books in the room. 


P.P.E. Reading Room Catalogues. 239 entries were 
added to the author catalogue of books in the room and 4or1 to 
the Supplementary Catalogue. 2,065 entries were added to the 
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catalogue of articles in periodicals. The subject index to books 
in the room and in the Supplementary Catalogue was com- 
pleted. This entailed the writing of 2,192 cards. 


Music. 1,549 pieces of musi¢ were catalogued. 2,176 cards 
were typed and incorporated in the music catalogue.

Loans and borrowings. 76 books were lent to depart- 
ments within the University. 29 volumes were lent to institutions 
outside Oxford: one to King’s College, London, one to the 
Guildhall Library, three to the University Library, Glasgow, 
three to the Brotherton Library, Leeds University, seven to 
the Police College, Ryton-on-Dunsmore, for exhibition, eleven 
to the National Book League Festival of Britain Exhibition, 
Victoria and Albert Museum, two to the ‘Oxford through the 
Ages’ Exhibition, and one (a Scottish binding) to the Festival 
Exhibition of eighteenth century Scottish books at the Signet 
Library, Edinburgh; and two prints were lent to the Bridgnorth 
Festival Exhibition. Fifty-eight books were borrowed for 
readers. 

BINDING 


Mr. H. C. C. Band was reappointed adviser on binding for 
a further year. 3,542 volumes, including 50 volumes of the 
transcribed catalogue, were repaired, 774 volumes sewn, 76 
volumes, including 40 volumes of Locke manuscripts, guarded 
and sewn, 1,027 volumes, including 50 volumes of guarded 
letters, were bound and 3,386 volumes gilt-lettered and tooled. 
Approximately 17,000 volumes were furbished. Miscellaneous 
work included the making of self-binders and boxes, and 
assistance with exhibitions. 

Mr. Wilmot continued his specialized work. He guarded 8 
manuscripts, repaired 35, and sewed and bound 36 books. 
This work included the sizing and mending of 1,300 leaves of 
decayed paper. He also lifted, cleaned, and flattened fragments 
from the bindings of 14 books. 12 boxes were made for material 
kept in the Bibliography Room, and 8 papyrus glass frames were 
rebound. 

4,296 volumes, of which 2,516 were periodicals, were bound 
outside the Library. Three firms were employed and the 


volume of work has increased by about 12 per cent. over that 
of last year. 


PHOTOGRAPHY 


Photography from Library material during the year con- 
sisted of 84,388 microfilm exposures, approximately 20,406 
photostats and 307 bromide prints. Orders authorized for the 
three departments concerned were: Department of Western 
Manuscripts, microfilms from 391 manuscripts, photostats 
from 381 manuscripts and bromide prints from 149 manuscripts; 
Department of Oriental Books, microfilms from 78 volumes, 
photostats from 78 volumes and bromide prints from 46 
volumes; Department of Printed Books, microfilms from 101 
volumes, photostats from 310 volumes and bromide prints from 
112 volumes. 


DEPENDENT LIBRARIES 


Radcliffe Science Library. The extensive use of the 
Library by readers reported last year has continued. Perhaps the 
most striking feature of this has been the amount of library 
service given to the considerable number of postgraduate 
researchers. This can be demonstrated in many ways and ~ 
particularly: by the constantly increasing number of requests 
sent to the National Central and the Science Libraries for 
material not available in Oxford. 

As part of Oxford’s contribution to the Festival of Britain an 
Exhibition of ‘Zoological Illustration through the Ages’ was 
arranged to be on view from the end of June. The library is rich 
in natural history works containing fine illustrations but only 
a small selection of these can be shown in the restricted exhibi- 
tion space of the vestibules and main staircase. In connexion 
with the Exhibition a Bodleian Picture Book on Zoological 
Illustration was prepared. This contains many of the illustra- 
tions featured in the Exhibition. 

During the period under review 136 works were received as 
direct purchase accessions to the Library and 248 as donations 
(143 from the Director, Maison Frangaise). 


407 new works were catalogued for the Bodleian and Radcliffe 
catalogues and resulted in 528 entries. Revision of the Radcliffe 
catalogue was continued. 65 works were dealt with, resulting in 
88 entries for the Bodleian and Radcliffe catalogues. Further 
progress was made with cataloguing Bodleian sections in 
the basement not already included in the Radcliffe catalogue. 
827 works, resulting in 828 entries, were catalogued for the 
Radcliffe only. 

The year’s work on cataloguing resulted in 1,434 cards for 
inclusion in the Radcliffe catalogue.

Professor C. S. Sydnor, as 
Harmsworth Professor of American History, replaced Professor 
M. M. Jensen on the Library Committee. 


Clause g of the Agreement between the Curators of the Bodleian 
Library and the Rhodes Trustees for the Management of the 
Rhodes House Library was amended to enable books from the 
latter to be loaned to any library in any Institution or Depart- 
ment within the University under regulations prescribed by the 
Curators. 


A working agreement was drawn up between Rhodes House 
and the Institute of Colonial Studies regarding purchase policy 
for lending library purposes which, in conjunction with the 
amendment to Clause g (above), was designed for the closer 
co-operation between the libraries of these two institutions. 


The Author Catalogue was enlarged to 100 drawers by the 
addition of a new twenty-drawer cabinet: the existing cabinets 
were rearranged, respaced, and relighted to ensure greater 
facility of consultation. 


The number of newly admitted readers was 806, of whom 
694 were members of the University: the figure of 412 for 
Michaelmas Term 1950 exceeded by 12 the previous record 
for any Term. 


The total number of items in the Library is 205,142 which 
represents an increase of 21,642 since 31 July 1950, and includes 
over 400 reels of microfilm. 

New entries in the Author Catalogue numbered 1,643 and in 
the Subject Catalogue 3,433.
